take something stronger, and as all stylos 
of strong drink aro more and more adulter- 
ated his progress will bo 
facilitated. 


With the old.tiino drinks a mar. seldom got 
dolirium trcmens before thirty or forty 
years of age; now lie can get the madness 
by the tiT.c he is eighteen.
